Editorial Comment 


Social programs and social progress 


This; newspaper is currently publishing 
a series of interviews with leading presi- 
dential advisers, designed to throw light 
on where the Great Society: program is 
heading and what it implies for the future 
of America. These advisers are among the 
architects of the President’s program, and 
the interviews explore their long-range 
thinking, their ideas, and goals. - 

Any such survey is bound to convey 
something of the enormous scope of the 
administtation’s program. Whatever one 
may think of President Johnson’s ap- 
proach, it may be conceded that his pro- 
gram has thrown the spotlight of national 
attention, as never before, on poverty, 
ignorance, discrimination, child neglect, 
and physical disability. Long-submerged 
conditions are coming to the surface to be 
dealt with. Surely it is true, too, that the 
Great Society approach expresses a hu- 
manitarian concern for the deprived, and 
a growing conviction that suffering and 
degradation are not really necessary and 
must be challenged. All of this is good. 

But amid the discussion of social pro- 
graming and the laborious paraphernalia 
of national welfare efforts, it needs to be 
remembered that social progress has a 
deeper dimension. Practical programs to 
relieve suffering and end degrading con- 
ditions are necessary. But their success is 
in direct proportion to the improvement 
in human thinking that accompanies them. 
Poverty and crime can be expunged from 
our cities only as poverty and crime are 
removed from men’s thinking.

It is the moral fiber and spiritual ener- 
gies of a nation that lift it to a better way 
of life. This is true in a high-speed mod- 
ern society just as much as it was in an 
agrarian era. Without moral fiber —ex- 
pressed in honesty, respect for law, moral 
courage, and the like — there is no cement 
to hold society together. Without spiritual 
energies— shown in individual initiative 
and enterprise, aspiration, faith, the moti- 
vation to conquer adversity, and so on— 
there is little incentive to make the sacri- 
fices of self-indulgence which progress 
demands, 

Too little attention is being given today 
to this basic aspect of human progress. 
A cornucopia of industrial gadgets will not 
by itself give meaning to life. Expensive 
social programs will not, by themselves, 
end degradation. The triumph over igno- 
rance and crime must still take place, basi- 
cally and primarily, in the minds of men. 
Triumph over poverty comes only as men 
rise above poverty of thinking; the best 
charity still is to enable a man to live 
without dependence on charity. 

Helpful as social programs are, the basic 
need is for the spiritual enlightenment 
and awakening which will inspire men to 
strive for better goals in life and will mo- 
tivate them to obey the canons of decent 
and civilized living. Much more attention 
needs to be given to this need. Here is a 
challenge for the individual, the church, 
the community organization, and our re- 
gional and national leadership.

A Reservoir Benefits Wildlife 


by George Franklin and Bill Farschon, Game Managers 


Wildlife, sportsmen and other rec- 
reationists who enjoy wildlife are now 
benefiting from planned efforts to 
compensate for wildlife losses that 
normally occur with the construction 
of a new reservoir. 

Success Dam and Reservoir project 
on the Tule River east of Porterville, 
Tulare County, was completed by the 
U.S. Corps of Engineers in 1960. 
Shortly after completion, Tulare 
County, under license agreement with 
the corps, obtained the entire lake 
basin for recreational development. 

Subsequently, in planning for the 
various uses to be made, the county 
board of supervisors and the county 
planning commission, acting on the 
recommendation of the Department of 
Fish and Game, set aside 1,300 acres 
of land to be developed for wildlife 
and recreation. 

In 1962, the Department of Fish 
and Game prepared a plan for wild- 
life habitat development at the re- 
quest of the county planning commis- 
sion and county parks department. 
With Corps of Engineers’ approval, 
this plan was to be implemented by 
the county parks department and lo- 
cal sportsmen, with the Department 
of Fish and Game working primarily 
in an advisory capacity. 

It soon. became apparent that the 
county and sportsmen would need ad- 
ditional help and the department, rec- 
ognizing the value of this area in 
evaluating habitat development tech- 
niques and demonstrating what could 
and should be done on similar proj- 
ects, assumed the major role in de- 
veloping the wildlife habitat. 

The Corps of Engineers and its 
project personnel have shown genuine 
interest in the wildlife habitat devel- 
opment and recreational plan, and in 
the public benefits that have been 
derived to date. They have been most 
cooperative and helpful. 


Problems 


Basically, the plan was to develop 
cover, food, and water for upland 
game and other wildlife species. To 
achieve these objectives, there were 
problems to be solved. Never before 
had we undertaken the development 
of such a large area, essentially bar- 
ren of wildlife cover and water.

It was first necessary to determine 
which plant species should be used. 
The size of the area made it manda- 
tory that we give primary considera- 
tion to a species that could be grown 
from seed on a large scale. The cover 
plant had to be one that would thrive 
on 10 or less inches of rainfall an- 
nually and survive summer tempera- 
tures of over 100 degrees. Quick 
growth and the ability to withstand 
rodent and rabbit damage were also 
to be considered. Still another prob- 
lem was that of finding a source of 
seed at a reasonable cost. 


We Gambled on Atriplex 

In light of our knowledge at the 
time, it appeared that some of our 
native species of atriplex were best 
adapted to meet the requirements. 
Seed from three species native to the 
San Joaquin Valley (quailbrush, salt- 
bush, and four-wing saltbush) were 
harvested by hand and planted on the 
area. 

The first seeding in 1962 was a fail- 
ure because of drought conditions. 
Since that time, a total of 183 acres 
have been planted in strips and the 
overall results are considered satis- 
factory. 

Competition from annual vegeta- 
tion, the biggest deterrent in estab- 
lishing a stand of permanent brush 
cover, has been sufficiently reduced by 
summer fallowing prior to planting. 

Several other plants being tested 
on a smaller scale show promise and 
will be used to add variety to the hab- 
itat. 

In addition to the escape cover pro- 
vided by the atriplex, the plan called 
for. well-spaced clumps of trees that 
would provide wildlife roosting cover. 

Cover, Food, and Water 

Over the past four years, 346 young 
trees (Arizona cypress, palo verdes, 
and mesquite) have been planted. 
Maintenance, involving watering 


these young trees the first two years, 
and protection from mice and rabbits 
has been a problem. About 40 percent 
of the young trees have been dam- 
aged or destroyed by these animals. 
A mice population explosion occurred

shortly after development work 
started and with an abundance of 
food available, numbers have re- 
mained high. 

Eighteen water catchment basins 
were constructed throughout the area 
to provide water for wildlife. Most of 
these sumps are under water when the 
reservoir is full in the spring and re- 
tain water throughout summer when 
the lake level has been lowered. Al- 
though the sumpe are doubtlessly used 
by all forms of wildlife, they are no- 
ticeably important in meeting pheas- 
ant habitat requirements. 

Producing wildlife food by plant- 
ing cereal grains, and allowing volun- 
teer growth, has been one of the easier 
tasks. Wheat and barley have been 
planted each year, and strips disced 
to fallow have produced excellent tur- 
key mullein for doves. 


A Berren Area Produces 

The wildlife habitat improvement 
goal is far from complete, yet the ac- 
complishments have already had 8 
tremendous beneficial effect on wild- 
life use of the area. 

Pheasants, doves, cottontails, and 
quail are the primary game species 
affected, with pheasants and doves 
making the greater use of the area at 
this stage of development. The excel- 
lent pheasant hatch the last two years, 
supplemented by release of birds from 
local sportsmen’s pens and field dog 
trials, has provided in excess of 2,000 
hunter-days for each of the past two 
years. Hunter pursuit for doves and 
other upland game has added another 
500 days of recreation. 

Hunting dog clubs have also found 
the area to their liking for field trials. 
The area has played host to ‘such or- 
ganizations as the Southern Califor- 
nia Brittany Club, the California 
Brittany Club, Central Valley Bird 
Dog Club, San Joaquin German 
Shorthair Pointer Club, the Amateur 
Field Dog Trials of America, and the 
National Bird Dog Classic. 

The Success Lake basin has a great 
potential for both wildlife and-recre- 
ation. 

Development of wildlife habitat 
and the benefits obtained so far at 
this low level reservoir show what can 
be done with nonproductive project 
lands without interfering with the 
primary purpose of the project.
